As a straw showing the politics of Twiggs county, 
it may be well tos ate that all of the number 
present, except twenty, were for oe for gov 
ernor. 
SILK-RAISING IN GEORGIA. 

Macon Telegraph. 

Some thirty or forty years ago there was much 
enthusiasm in Geergia over raising the morus 
muiticaulis for the feeding of the silk-worm. This 
peculiar species of the mulberry tree was cultiya- 
ted in nearly every garden spot about Macon, and 
many silk-worms were nurtured in theirluxuriant 
foliage. So numerous were the cocoons that they 
were useful playthings by the children. The 
rich, glossy threads of the cocoons were never 
utilized to any extent, probably because our peo- 
ple were too much engrossed in the vast acres of 
the cotton plant. We are glad to notice that the 
raising of the silk-worm is, after the lapse of so 
many years, again revived, and that the manu- 
facture of sil isasuccess. Through Captain Ed- 
wards, of Dodge county, we are presented with a 
bandsome handkerchief of silk cut from a piece 
of twenty yards length, made by Mrs. Wright, of 
the same county; and further to her credit, she 
raised the trees, attended the wormsand wove the 
silk intocloth. What isit that Georgia soil, with 
proper industry, cannot produce? 


COTTON FIRE 

Savannah News. 

In consequence of the great pressure upon our 
cotton factors in filling orders for shipment by 
-teamships on short notice, it has been found 
recessary to work notonly day and night, butin 
several instances to even encroach upon Sunday. 
in fact, the volume of business for September has 
oeen tremendous, and we are reliably informed 
that nothiug like it has been recorded this early 
in ihe season in the history of Savannah as a cot- 
vn port. This status of affairs, as we have stated, 
1as rendered work ona portion of Sunday im 
peratively necessary, and this accounts for 
the force at the large warehouse (formerly 
Lachlison’s foundry), corner of River street and 
che canal, of Messrs. W. W. Gordon & Co., being 
on duty yesterday morning. It was absolutely 
aecessary to have a certain lot of cotton ready for 
d-livery early this (Monday) morsging, and the 
‘orce were employed picking it out and 
lacing itin position in the warehouse yard for 
hat purpose. The cotton from which vhis order 
was being filled was in the warehouse yard, in 
ines extending from the office (a small frame 
building) to nearly midway the length of the 
yard, while the space to the west of the office was 
covered with bales singledeep. One of theclerks 
wd just marked and checked a Bale, and the col- 
sred hand had pulled it on his truck, and was 
about whe: ling it off to the proper place, when 
lames suddenly burst from it, and astrong wind 
olowing at the time, the bales in proximity were 
whited. In afew seconds it seemed as though the 
entire lot of cotton was on fire, and the smoke was 
40 strong that the men had to flee to avoid suffo- 
sation, The bale in which the fire broke out was 
‘lose to the office, and a clerk at the extremity of 
‘he yard seeing this, and recollecting that the 
»otton books were in te office, aud fearful that 
hey might be destroyed, made a dash for the office 
with a view to secure them. Some idea of the 
rapidly with which the fire spread may be in- 
f rred when it is stated that this clerk, although 
1e ran forward immediately he perceived the 
moke, had to literally fight his way between the 
ines of bales through smoke and fire to reach the 
ffice door. The books were secured and re- 
aoved. An alarm of fire was then turned in from 
tation No. 35, corner of Farm and Joachim street, 
vhich was promptly responded to by the fire de- 
artment. When they reached the ground the 
ire was spreading rapidly, gnd apprehensions 
vere felt tuat it would extend to the brick ware- 
,0use (the old foundry), in which was stored a 
a ge quantity of cotton, though meanwhile the 
lerks and colored hands had eeo working ener- 
«tically, and had succeeded in getting away a 
umber of bales whith were in proximity to the 
ire. Chief Blair and Assistant Chief Fernan- 
dez were both on the ground, and soon 
ad their force in efficient working order. 
onsiderable dificuity was experienced in get- 
ting sufficient water, es there was only one avail- 
sble plug in the vicinity and that of inadequate 
ree, and the hydrants in the yard were brought 
uto use. Subsequently water was obtained from 
he canal, though the banks at this point being 
very inconvenie:..t for the operation, it was not 
without trouble and delay. The firemen worked 
ike beavers, the gallant truckmen, joining their 
omrades in hauling out the blazing staple and 
uoving it out of the yard on the commons bor- 
iering the canal. 

The extreme difficulty of extinguishing a cot- 
ton fire is well known, and it was not until three 
clock in the afternoon that the firemen were 
withdrawn, a small detail only being left in case 
of further trouble. Bales that seemed complete- 
iy drenched with water every now and then emit- 
a smoke, showing the presence of fire inside, 
nd the u'most vigilance was required. But 
finally all the burnt cotton and bales 
were gotten out of the yard, and later, 
by consent of the underwriters, all the suspicious 
bales were sunk into the canal to remain until 
this morning. The amount of cotion burnt and 
damaged was about one hundred and sixty bales, 
and the loss will not, it is thought, exceed $3,500. 
There were in the warehouse and sheds upwards 
of 1,400 bales of upland and 800 bales of sea 
island, valued at about $100,C00, upon which there 
was insurance for $117,000, ; laced in the follow- 
ing companies: Connecticut, General R. H. An- 
derson, agent; Lancashire, North British and 
Mercantile, of New York; Underwriters, of New 
York, and Pheenix. of New York, all represented 
by Messrs. John Sullivan & Co.; London and 
Lancashire, Major James T. Stewart, agent; Phe- 
nix, of Hartford, Colopel Charles 4, Olmstead,
